Wheu  I  started  from  my  home  last  Satur- 
day, I  had  not  made  up  my  mind  to  make  the 
race  lor  Congress.  1  had  received  a  lar*re 
number  of  letters  from  friends  living  in  the 
various  county  composing  the  district,  urging 
me  to  become  a  caudidate.  I  had  been  wait- 
ed upon  hy  many  persons  and  n-quested  by 
them  to  make  the  race.

Judge  Ferguson 
has  kindly  and  freely  granted  to  me  the  Mf 
of  the  Court  House,  to  address  you  this  even- 
ing, for  which  act  of  kindness  I  leel  much  in- 
debted  to  him,  audi  must  say  that  he  has, 
upon  all  occiseiobs,  in  and  out  of  Court,  treat- 
ed me  wi.h  courtesy  and  respect.  I  now  an- 
nounce to  the  voters  of  Lawrence  county  that 
I  am  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  Slates,  in  opposttiou  to  Hon. 
John  M.  Rice.  I  have  not  been  nominated 
by  a  Convention  or  Committee,  but  I  announ- 
ce myself  a  caodidate,  believiug  that  it  is  tho 
unanimous  wish  of  the  Republicans  of  this 
district  that  I  should  do  so. 

In  announcing  myself  as  a  canJidate,  I  do 
not  wish  any  man  to  misunderstand  tny  no  si- 
tiou  upon  the  political  issues  of  the  day.

I  belong  to  t'oit  party  which  established 
t>y  irreversible  guarantees  equtil  political 
rights  to  al!  men,  without  regard  to  color,  race 
or  previous  condition.  I  belong  to  that  party 
which  carried  out  that  great  republican  idea 
of  tbe  equality  of  all  men  before  the  law.  by 
incorporating  it  into  the  Constitution  und 
laws  of  the  country.

You  all  recollect  that  in  the  Presidential 
contest  of  1850.  the  Democratic  cry  was  to 
vo'e  for  Uuchanan  and  Hreckinndue  to  save 
the  Utiiou.

Before 
that  time  seven  States  had  seceded  and  organ- 
ized a  Provisional  Government  at  Montgom- 
ery.   They  had  captured,  or  taken  posession 
ol  most  ot  the  f.irts  and  public  property  of  the 
Government  in  the  seceded  States.  They 
had  organized  an  army  with  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  marching  upon  Washington  and  cap- 
turing the  Capitol  of  your  country.  What 
was  Buchanan  doing  all  this  time?    He  was 
a  silent  spectator;  he  quietly  looked  ou  while 
the  conspirators  were  preparing  to  tcjir  down 
the  great  temple  of  American  liberty.    I»  is 
true  that  be  said  to  them  that  they  had  no 
right  to  secede  from  the  Union;  but,  at  the 
same  time,  he  added  that  if  they  did  seee  le. 
he  had  no  right  to  bring  them  back  into  the 
Union.    Iu  bis  coarse,  Buchanan  was  sustain- 
ed by  the  leaders  of  the  Democratic  pariy, 
North  and   South.    Abraham    Lincoln  bTM 
sworn  into  office  on  the  4th  day  of  March. 
1861.    I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him  at 
the  Burnet   House,   in  Cincinnati,   in  Feb;. 
18C1,  as  h.*  was  going  on  to  Washington.  Af- 
ter he  was  sworn  into  office,  he  said  to  the 
people  of  the  South  that  the  issue  of  peace  or 
war  was  with  them,  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
make  war  upon  them  or  interfere  w  th  their 
established  institutions;  that  he  had  taken  an 
oath  which  was  registered  iu  heaven  to  sup- 
port and  defend  the  Constitution;  that  they 
had  not  taken  an  oath  to  destroy  the  Consti- 
tution of  their  country.    I  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact,  that  upou  the  -1th  day

ministration, the  receipts  from  customs  und 
internal  revenue  were  less  than  three  hund- 
red and  seventy-two  millions  of  dollars.  Du- 
ring the  first  sixteen  mouths  of  Gen.  Graut's 
administration  they  were  more  than  four  hun-

RKDl'CTTOS  OP  TAXATION. 

I  read  from  same  statement:  "During  the 
recent  session  ot  Concress  taxes  have  been 
reduced  more  than  $75 , 000,000.  The  taxes 
bnve  been  removed  from  transportation  by 
canals  and  railways,  from  sales  by  dealers 
aud  manufacture;-.;  The  income  tax  has 
bi;en  reduced  to  tv>-*nd-a-halt'  per  cent,  on 
all  iuc  :mes  above  $2,000;  and  it  is  to  expire 
at  the  en  i  ot  two  years.  The  tax  on  tea  ha9 
been  reduced  from  twenty-five  to  fifteen  e*ntg 
per  pound;  on  coffee  from  live  to  three  cents, 
aud  the  tax  on  sug.tr  nnfl  molasses  lias  been 
reduced  tn  the  aggregate  twelve  millions  of 
dollars  p*r  annum.  By  this  reduction  of  tax- 
ation the  industries  of  the  people  and  neces- 
saries of  life  have  bet>n  relieved  ot  burdens 
amounting  to  millions.  The  Funding  bill  is 
an  important  financial  measure,  which  con- 
templates the  saving  of  interest  upon  the  pub- 
lic debt  by  the  exchange  of  outstandiug  six 
per  cent  bonds  for  those  of  a  lower  rate  of  in- 
terest to  the  amount  of  $26,000,000  a  year  — 
While  a  reduction  in  taxes  transfers  the  bur- 
den of  the  debt  from  one  year  to  another,  from 
one  generation  to  another,  a  reduction  of  the 
rate  of  interest  is  an  actual  saving  to  the 
country,  not  only  for  the  present  generation, 
but  for  all  time.  And  yet  these  important 
and  beneficial  measures,  intended  to  lighten 
the  public  burdens,  received  little  counte- 
nance and  support  from  the  Democratic  par- 
ty, whose  responsibilities  for  the  war,  its  ex- 
penditures, its  debts  aud  it3  taxation,  are  so 
fearfully  large.

Such  a  Government  would  not  be  repub- 
lican Then  again,  taxation  without  rep- 
resentation is  tyranny  You  have  no 
right  to  tax  a  man  and  mike  him  li/nt 
in  the  ttrmy  and  support  the  governme-it 
and  deny  him  a  voice  in  that  govern- 
ment. A  Government  that  taxes  one  half 
of  its  cili/.  -ns,  and  denies  ihem  all  ci»il  and 
political  rights  is  a  despotism  aud  not  a  lie- 
public.  The  R  •publican  party  restored  the 
enemies  oi*  the  country  to  all  their  rights  ex- 
c  pt  as  to  a  certain  class  h  tiding  ollice.

Iron  men  j 
iu  Greenup  and  Boyd  tell  me  that  if  the  duty 
is  reduced  much  lower  that  tiny  will  have  to  | 
stop;  the  most  of  the  Furnaces  would  stop  if 
the  duty  was  reduced  to  $5;  and  it  reduced  to 
$.1,  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Wells,  all  the  furnaces 
in  this  Congreagional  district  would  be  clos- 
ed.   What  womld  be  the  result?    Who  would 
suffer  most,  the  man  of  capital  or  the  labor- 
ing man?    It  woal*l  be  the  laboring  man  who 
would  suffer  most.    He  would  be  thrown  out 
of  employment,  and  v««id  have  to  emigrate 
to  some  other  country.    Tbe  farmer  would 
alse  suffer,  in  losing  a  home  market  for  his 
stock  and  produce.    But  it  is  unnecessary  for 
me  to  discuss  this  question  any  further,  as  it 
is  one  with  which  you  are  all  so  well  acquaint- 
ed.

Wheu  the  rebellion  collapsed  in  1865,  there 
was  not  one  legal  State  Government  in  the 
seven  seceded  Slates.  To  illustrate  my  idea: 
Take  the  State  of  South  Carolina;  she  seced- 
ed iu  December  1S60,  and  then  organized  a  i 
Dew  State  Government.  The  Constitution  1 
of  the  United  States  requires  every  State  Offi 
cer,  bet  ore  he  enters  upou  the  duties  of  his 
office,  to  take  an  oath  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution. None  of  the  newly  elected  Slate  offi- 
had  taken  an  oath,  but  on  the  contrary, 
they  bad  taken  an  oath  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Confederate  Slates.  As  hereto- 
fore staled,  there  was  not  a  single  legal  State 
Government  in  the  seceded  States.  The 
Democratic  party  said,  recognize  these  State 
Governments,  and  let  them  be  restored  to  the 
Union,  as  they  were  before  the  war,  with  all 
their  rights,  slavery  included.  Mr.  Lincoln, 
in  order  to  stop  the  war,  iu  1862,  proposed  to 
tbe  people  of  the  South,  that  if  they  would 
lay  down  their  arms  and  come  back  into  the 
the  Union,  by  tbe  first  day  ol  January,  1863, 
they  might  do  so  with  all  their  rights,  slavery 
included.  This  proposition  they  rejected 
with  scorn  and  contempt.  Having  refused  the 
proposition  of  Mr  Lincoln,  the  rebels  were 
not  entitled  to  any  terms,  except  such  as  the 
Government  in  its  clemency  might  grant 
them. 

On  tbe  termination  of  the  war  ire  found  in 
the  South  four  millions  of  people — colored 
people — then  free,  and  made  so  by  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's immortal  proclamation— a  procUma 


to  the  Na- 
tional Debt.    If  there  had  bet  n  no  w;ir  there 
would  have  been  no  national   debt  hanging 
over  us.    Who  caused  it?    The  enemies  and 
not  the  friends  of  the  government     Mr.  Lin- 
c  do  was  elected  in  i860     Before  he  took  his 
seat  several  States  had  seoed-  d   and  with- 
drawn iheir   Senators  and  Representatives 
from  the  Congress  of  the  United   States  and 
had  left  the  Republican  parly  in  a  majority 
in  both  houses     It  was  said  by  the  leaders  in 
the  S  juth  that  it  was   tbe   intention  of  Mr. 
Lincoln  and  his  party  to  interfere  with  slav- 
ery in  the  Slates  and  that  they  would  secede 
in  time  to  save  the   institution.    They  said 
further  that  .Jefferson  and  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  had  made  a  great  mistake  in  in- 
corporating into  the  Constitution  two  ideas 
— one  of  universal  freedom  and  the  other  of 
slavery.    That  they   intended  to   build  their 
government  upon  the  great    leading  central 
idea  of  African  slavery;  in  other  words  they 
believed  that  capital  ought  to  own  labor.  I 
agree  with  them  ihat  the  founders  of  govern- 
ment did  make   a    mistake  in  establishing 
the  government  upon    two   leading   ideas. — 
Such  a  government  cannot  stand      The  two 
ideas  will  constantl}'  war  on  each  other,  utt 
til  one  or  the  other   prevails     It  our  forefa- 
thers had  established   our  government  upon 
the  immutable  principles  of  equality  and  jut- 
lice  and  universal  freedom   to  all   men,  they 
would  have  saved  us  the  lives  o^tive  hundred 
thousand  ot   our   citizens.    We   would  not 
have  had  any  war.    We  would  not  have  had 
three  hundred  thousand  widows  and  orphans 
in  our  land     Ah!  what  a  curse  slavery  has 
iieen  to  this  land     It  blasLed  the  fairest  por- 
tion of  our  country  and   paralyz  ;d  the  ener- 
gies of  our  people.    It  made  Presidents  and 
Vice  Presidents,  Congressmen  und  Ju  !ges  of 
the  Supreme  Courts.    It  controlled  every  de- 
partment of  tbe  government    All  parties  iu 
the  South  had  to  worship  slavery.    The  minds 
of  our  young  men  were  dwarfed.    Th  ere  was 
no  free  thought   upou   that  subject  Free 
speech  was  denied  every  where  in  the  South. 
Shivery  controlled  the  Church   and  Stale  in 
the  South.    Slavery   controlled  the  PfJderaJ 
government  four  fifths  of  its  political  exist- 
ence up  to  I860.    From  1789  up  to   1836  the 
North  had  only  controlled  the  executive  de- 
partment of  tbe  Government  eiuht  years  — 
Yet  the  North  paid  the  most   taxes  and  had 
much  the  largest  population  aud  an  equal 
amount  of  intellect. 

But  1  said  that  the  South  seceded  and  left 
the  Republicans  in  power.  What  did  they  do 
to  avert  the  terrible  civil  war  then  threaten- 
ed? The  North  hated  slavery.  It  was  a  part 
of  their  education.  But  in  order  to  satisfy 
the  South  and  prevent  the  great  conflict  be- 
tween the  two  sections,  the  Republicans  in 
the  Senate  and  house  of  Representatives,  in 
Sept.  1801,  passed  a  resolution  by  the  requi 
site  majority  sibmitting  to  the  States  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  guaranteeing  slavery  iu  the  States  for- 
ever, and  providing  that  Congress  never 
should  haye  the  power  to  interfere  with  sla- 
very. This  proposition  was  sent  to  all  the 
States.  Kentucky  and  Ohio  aud  some  other 
adopted  the  amendment;  but  South 
Carolina  speaking  through  her  Representa- 
tive men  said  that  Cougress  might  seud  to 
them  a  blank  sheet  of  paper  with  not  a  line 
written  upon  it  and  that  they  could  not  write 
upon  that  blank  sheet  of  paper  the  condition 
by  which  they  would  ever  return  to  the  Union. 
All  the  8»ven  seceded  States  rejected  the 
propjsitiou.  It  tailed.  The  South  would 
not  accept  any  reasonable  settlement.  I  will 
state  here  that  it  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that 
the  war  commenced  with  a  proposition  to 
perpetuate  slavery  forever  in  the  Republic, 
and  that  it  ended  with  a  proposition  to  abolish 
slavery  throughout  the  country.  The  South 
rejected  the  first  and  accepted  the  las  prop- 
aiuon.  Ii  is  true  that  God  works  iu  a  mys- 
terious way,  his  wonders  to  perform.  He 
makes  the  wrath  of  men  praise  him. 

But  the  war  e  ime  and  the  government  was 
compelled  to  d  end  itself  or  submit  to  deris- 
ion. Vast  ■ra»ie*J  had  to  be  organised  and 
brought  into  the  field,  subsisted  and  paid;  an 
immense  navy  h  i  t  to  be  created.  The  sol- 
dier, the  widow  und  the  orphan  had  to  be  paid. 
Thus  the  puWie  debt  was  created,  and  it  muRt 
be  paid  according  to  the  contract.  There 
must  be  no  repudiation.  This  uation  cannot 
afford  to  b~  dishonest. 

On  the  first  day  of  March  1869  the  public 
debt  of  the  Uuiled  States,  less  amount  of 
cash  in  the  treasury  according  to  the  official 
statement,  was  $2,023,461  260  01. 

On  the  first  day  of  July,  1870  the  public 
debt  had  been  so  diminished  as  lo  amount  to 
$2  386  :138,599  74,

But  our  Democratic  friends  say    that  uni- 
versal suffrage  will  bring  social  equality  with 
the  colored  race.

Voting  does  not  make 
men  socially  equal.    No  man  is  my  equal,  or 
your  equal,  unless  he  makes  himself  so  by  his 
conduct   and   course  of  life.

You  feed  a  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  hay  to  a  horse;  you  just  animate  and 
get  upon  the  top  of  your  haystack  an«J  ride  it 
to  mtrket.  [Laughter.]  How  is  ii  with  your 
cattle?  You  make  one  of  them  carr.v  tifty 
dollars'  worth  of  hay  and  grass  to  the  Eiirftern 
market." 

Then  I  came  to  the  hog  question,  feaid  I. 
"  Mr.  Wickliffe,  you  send  a  hog  worih*e«  dol- 
lars to  an  Eastern  market ;  how  much  corn 
does  it  take  at  S3  cents  per.  bushel  to  futtea 
it?" 

"Why,  thirty  bushels." 
"Then  you  put  that  thirty  bushels  of  eorn 
into  the  shape  of  a  hog  and  make  it  walk  off 
to  tbe  Eastern  market." 

Mr.  Wickliffe  jumped  up  aud  said:  "  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  acknowledge  the  corn." 


The  following  is  an  extract  irom  the  opt- 
ion of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  ease  oi 
Peter  Blimm  vs.  the  Commonwealth.  The 
chief  point  involved  is  the  same  ts  in  the 
case  of  Smith  vs  Commonwealth,  in  which 
Judge  Robertson  laid  down  the  doctrine  of 
insanity,  p.riaing  from  intoxication.  The  de- 
cision in  t  his  case  is  also  delivered  by  Judge 
Robertson  : 

The  only  contestable  question  in  the  record 
within  the  range  of  our  appellant  power,  is 
involved  M  the  instructions,  and  tlut  is  eon- 
fined  to  the  hypothesis  assumed  on  the  testi- 
mony that  when  the  homicide  was  perpetra- 
ted, the  appellant  was  drunk,  which  tact,  ac- 
cording to  the  case  of  Smiih  vs.  Common- 
wealth, 1  Duvall,  to  which  we  adhere,  may, 
under  peculiar  circumstances,  repelling  mal- 
ice, reduce  the  grade  uf  crime  Irom  murder 
to  manslaughter  Bat  this  mitigating  ten- 
dency of  intoxication  is  not  allowable 
when  that  condition  of  mind  hus  been  pro- 
duced for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  a  med- 
itated felony,  or  wheu  it  is  known  to  exeHe 
homicidal  or  other  destructive  passions,  be- 
cause such  an  inebriate,  Itosli.i  hmaaiti generis, 
evinces  express  m  ilice.  But  whon,  m  the 
absence  Ot  any  such  aggravating  circumstan- 
ces f.  responsible  being,  drunk  I  rum  accident 
or  mere  sensuality,  takes  human  Ufa  without 
rational  motive,  and  which  he  never  would 
have  atteu,p:eJ.  i;rt  always  would  have  re- 
volted at  when  tidier  and  s-lf-pr.isrd,  the 
principle  in  the  decision  in  Smith  vs.  Coiu- 
iwonwcuich  allows  the  jury  L;  consider  the  ab- 
normal condition  of  the  mind  aud  pa  tiong  so 
superinduced  as  a  circumstance  v/hnjh.  while 
it  should  not  excuse,  may  tend  to  rep*!  the 
implication  of  malice  essential  to  the  crime 
of  murder. 

In  this  case  it  appears  that  the  appellant 
on  the  day  of  the  homicide,  had  goue  to  Bur- 
lington, and  there  drinking  much  liquor,  aud 
trying  to  buy  the  tincture  ol  catuh  irides,  he 
acted  and  talked  strangely,  and,  returning 
homeward,  cut  the  boy's  throat  without  any 
imaginable  motive,  unless  he  kill  -.l  him  to 
conceal  a  medilaUd  crime  on  another  But 
there  is  now  no  clew  to  the  evidence  to  al- 
low ?he  iirspnt  ition  of  such  a  horrible  motive 
Proof  that  be  w  is  drunk  was  pertiueul  in  this 
state  ol  case  as  a  circumstance  helping  to  ac- 
couut  for  an  act  otherwise  mysteriously  in- 
explicable, and  the  jury  had  a  right  to  wei^h 
that  fact,  and  give  it  its  prcper  tlftCt  on  the 
question  of  malice  it  the  jury,  on  all  the 
l/jc's.  had  believed  th  it  whe*.  le  killed  the 
boy  .'he  appellant  had  no  ac".  ial  malice,  and 
also  *a^;t,  without  knowing  or  having  from 
experience  cause  ta  apprehend  that  what  he 
drank  thiai  day  might  instantly  produce 
transient  deKriv' m,  or  so  influence  the  p.vs- 
•JgkJt  or  utthwigti  iAtMUind  as  to  jeopird  hu- 
man lift  which  r'ouid  have  been  iu  no  dan- 
ger from  his  har.d  aat  K-  been  perfectly  so- 
ber and  Mrrp  issessed,  i«3d  aiso  that  he 
drank  the  ititoxicauu*  liqu-v  OUTeiy  for  sen- 
sual gratification  or  <^*hilariaUi,.'i  und  not  for 
stimulating  some  meditated  crime.  t£en  they 
might  aad  perhaps  ought  lo  have  lofeaJ  that 
there  was  no  implied  malice,  and  that,  iut-t- 
fore,  appellant  was  not  guilty  of  murder  for 
which  he  should  be  hung,  hdt  o!  manslaught- 
er only  for  whicu  he  should  be  sent  to  the. 
penitentiary.  This  we  coii.si.ler  Loth  sound 
philosophy  and  good  la**;  and  when  prudent- 
ly applied,  it  illustrates  the  general  principle 
set  forth  in  Smith  v.*.  Commonwealth. 

On  the  trial  several  wttuesaes  testified  that' 
when  much  excited  by  liquor,  appellant  be- 
came  partially  delirious,  gave  way  to  violent 
passions  and  irsane  illusions,  often  imagin- 
ing that  "somebody  was  after  hint,"  and  twice 
attempting  suicide.  On  these  facts  com 
bincd  with  strong  proof  of  the  homicide  by 
appellant,  the  Circuit  Court,  hy  its  instruc- 
tions, accurately  defined  murder  and  excul- 
patory iusauity.  without  any  definition  of 
manslaughter  or  auy  other  ajnuion  to  appel- 
lant's mental  condition  than  that  implied  by 
th"  instruction  on  insanity  as  an  excuse  lor 
homicide,  and  which  was  more  favorable  in 
one  aspect  than  appellant  was  entitled  to  ex- 
pect on  the  facts  and  the  law;  for  transient 
insanity  produced  by  his  voluntary  act  would 
not,  as  the  instruction  implied,  excuse  bat  at 
the  utmost  only  extenuate  the  homicide  from 
murder  to  manslaughter.  Proof  ot  his  being 
ilruuk  could  be  available  to  him  only  for  such 
extenuation,  whether  his  intoxication  caused 
ie»nporary  delirium  or  not.  without  resulting 
iu    technical   insanity.    It  might,  however

Strategy, 
after  persuasion  exhausted  itself,  was  resorted 
to  by  his  friends;  tempting  fruit  and  other 
things  were  p  aced  in  his  wuy,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  leave  him  uuder  the  impression 
that  iheir  presence  was  unknown  to  all  but 
himself,  yet  he  refrained  from  partaking  of 
them  in  every  instance.  A  few  days  before 
the  expiration  of  the  forty  days  he  was  com- 
pelled to  take  to  his  bed,  and  after  the  forty 
days  he  waa  fed  with  great  care,  but  his  sys- 
tem had  sunk  too  deeply  to  recuperate,  so 
that  he  died  a  few  days  ago. 


ibject  of  mitigation,  and  not  of  ex- 
ui  the  instructions  as  given,  exclud- 
ed from  the  jury  any  consideration  of  that 
subjeer,  and,  consequently  the  Court's  pre 
termissioa  of  it  was  misleading,  and  the  ver- 
dict, as  rendered,  was  the  inevitable  conse- 
quence. unleaJ  he  was  insane. 

Accordtug  Us  th"  Criminal  Code,  the  pre- 
siding judge  shoo  I.J,  when  asked  for  instruc- 
tion*, give  the  whole  law  applicable  to  all  the 
facts,  aud  this  wa*  peculiarly  proper  in  a 
case  so  suddeu  aswt  hurried,  and  especially 
as  taWcwurt,  having  141  pointed  counsel  to  de- 
fend. 8h«u«d  ha-ve  presented  /not  sponh  t.^jury 
all  tbe  law  to  whi--h  thtf*ppellant  was  entitled 
But  though  the  a rguuseut  in  this  court  has 
not  discussed  the  mif.igatiu^  principle;  yet 
the  appointed  counsel  utfVfeJ  on  the  trial  the 
following  instruction:  "The  jury  are  in- 
structed that  if  they  believe  from  the  evidence 
beyond  reasonable  doiiot  that  ihe  prisoner 
did  the  killing  charged,  yet  if  they  believe  he 
was  drunk  at  the  time,  they  may  mitigate  the 
offense  from  murder  10  manslaughter."  That 
proposition  might  have  been  misunderstood 
or  misapplied  without  some  qualifications  us 
to  the  degree  of  drunkenness,  and  also  as  to 
the  counteracting  hypothesis  of  getting 
drunk  to  stimulate  crime,  or  of  the  appel- 
lant's knowledge  ot  the  probahility  '.hat  de- 
lirium or  destructive  passiou  would  be  the 
consequence.  But  ihe  c.-urt  rejected  it  with- 
out suggesting  any  modification  or  giving  nny 
other  instruction  011  the  subject,  in  this 
this  there  was  an  inadvertent  omission  which 
may  have  been  prejudicial  to  the  appellant. 

When  intoxicating  liquor  inflames  and  per 
verts  the  passions  and  blinds  the  reason,  as 
it  olten  does,  u  good  man  may  without  provo- 
cation be  unconsciously  precipitated  into  a 
crime  which  he  had  never  meditated,  and 
which  he  never  could  have  Attempted  when 
perfectly  sober  and  self-possessed  To  hang 
him  would  be  a  cruel  penalty  for  beitig.drunk 
— to  excuse  him  would  encourage  vice  and 
disturb  social  order  and  security.  He  should 
be  punished,  hut  uot  as  the  secret  assassin  or 
highway  murderer.  The  crime  in  this  case, 
by  whomsoever  perpetrated,  was  signally 
monstrous  ami  mysterious. 

The  perpetrator  may  have  been  uncon- 
scious of  ihe  act  or  its  guilt;  or  it  may  have 
been  prompted  by  momentary  illusion,  or 
blind  passion,  beyond  control.  Why  else  was 
the  brutal  act  done?  And  if  so  doue,  the  gal- 
lows is  not,  but  iiuprisoument  <*,  the  legal 
retribution.  Then  we  think  the  Circuit  Court 
Ought  to  have  deti tied  malice  express  and  im- 
plied, and  discriminated  between  murder  and 
manslaughter,  nnd  then  instructed  the  jury 
in  substance  aud  effect  that  if  the  accused 
cut  the  boy's  throat,  his  being  diunk  at  the 
time  is  no  legal  excuse,  nor  even  mitigating 
circumstance,  if  that  condition,  however  stul- 
tifying, was  the  offspring  of  meditated  crime, 
or  was  known  to  be  the  parent  of  passions  or 
delusions  dangerous  to  the  lives  of  other  per- 
sons; and  aiso,  that,  if  not  so  intended  or  so 
known,  then  if  the  jury  should  believe  that  it 
was  the  cause  of  the  homicide,  which  other- 
wise would  not  have  been  perpetrated,  they 
might  consider  it  with  all  the  other  facts  con- 
ducing to  show  the  existence  or  non-exist- 
ence of  malice  for  fixing  the  grade  of  the 
crime,  and  that,  if  they  should  rationally 
doubt  the  imputed  malice,  they  should  cou- 
vict  of  manslaughter  and  fix  the  period  ot 
confinement  in  the  penitentiary.  If  thus  sub- 
stantially instructed,  the  verdict,  whatever  it 
may  huve  been,  aoild  have  been  more  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned,  and  far  more  assur- 
ing that  justice  had  been  fairly  and  fully  done 
according  to  the  law  of  the  land.

As  prices  should  he 
g  iverned  by  supply  and  demand,  aad  as  men 
in    England,   who  are  interested  in  buying 
cheap,  of  course  eagerly  seize  and  use  such 
reports  from  surh  leading  papers  as  the  Her- 
ald and  Tribune,  to  show  that  there  art  enor- 
mous supplies,  no  wonder  prices  continue  to 
much  lover  than  a  short  crop  and  a  great  war 
would  appeoi*  to  warrant.

sistance  to  all  proposal*  for  peace  based 
upon  the  cession  of  territory  by  Frauoc  or 
upon  any  other  terms  wounding  to  the  na- 
tional pride.  The  French  once  so  anxi 
ous  for  English  intervention,  now  dc 
uounce  England  for  her  course  and  iusist 
that  the  action  of  Granville  is  taken  in 
the  iuterest  of  Prussia.  If  these  proposi- 
tions fail  from  the  truculeucc  of  either 
party,  the  bombardmeut  of  Paris  will  com 
mencc  the  first  of  November.  A  battle  is 
reported  to  be  impcudiug  at  Orleans,  which 
is  occupied  by  a  Prussian  army  numbering 
25.000.  The  Freuch  army  of  the  Loire  is 
said  to  be  moving  for  au  aggressive  policy. 

Dispatches  received  since  the  above 
state  that  the  British  Press  despair  of  suc- 
cessful uegotiations  for  peace,  but  that  the 
Cabinet  is  still  confident.  The  hitch  scenn 
to  be  iu  the  steadiness  with  which  Prussia 
in-i-ts  on  the  ceiision  of  territory  necessa- 
ry to  her  protection  against  future  aggrcs- 
sious  from  France.  The  authorities  at 
Tours  make  much  ado  over  au  unimpor- 
tant successful  a  aorfiV  from  Paris  ou  the 
21st,  aud  rejoice  over  reported  sickness  in 
the  Prussian  camp.  They  claim  success 
for  GaRIUALM  in  a  L  :\.  \<  in  the  Vos- 
ges  ou  Saturday,  22ud.  The  iutelligeuce 
of  the  capitulatiou  of  Schlestadt,  with  2,- 
400  men  and  120  caunon,  came  from  Eng- 
lish sources. 

The  reported  peace  negotiations  have 
cuded  in  smoke,  as  -re  feared  they  would. 
The  following  statement  is  reported  to 
have  been  authorised  by  Eluenie,  viz  : 

The  Kmpresfl  lias  not  taken  partiu  anyone 
of  the  ccmbinatioue  referred  to,  having  for 
their  object  either  peace  or  an  armistice  The 
talon  at  Chigelhurnt  has  uot  become  in  any 
sense  an  official  *alon  It  is  still  that  of  an 
exile,  and  if  its  doors  are  open  to  those  who 
knock  for  admittance,  it  is  not  to  afford  n 
field  for  diheusaing  peace  or  war.  General 
Boyer,  the  envoy  of  Marshal  Bu/aine,  may 
have  approached  the  Empress  with  a  view  to 
propositions  of  peace  or  war,  to  be  submitted 
to  Prussia,  but  he  was  received  with  no  more 
favor  than  were  the  emissaries  of  Bismarck 
on  a  previous  occasion  when  a  former  envoy 
of  the  Prussian  Chancellor  came  to  propose 
peace,  declariug  that  the  King  was  disposed 
to  content  himselt  with  two  hundred  and  liifty 
millions  of  francs,  with  the  inhabitants  of 
Strasburg  included.  The  Empress  replied 
with  great  energy,  that  so  long  as  there  was 
any  question  of  the Emaliost  cession  of  any 
territory,  she  would  bold  aloof  Irom  every  ne- 
gotiation. The  events  of  the  last  month  have 
made  no  alteration,  and  so  far  as  the  elforts 
of  General  Boyur  have  been  dirr-cted  to  this 
point,  they  have  completely  failed  No  -  could 
the  mission  of  General  Boyer  have  Lad  or  its 
object  to  consult  the  Empress  as  to  t  lie  pro- 
priety of  surrendering  Metz  at  this  moment. 
That  story  it  only  one  way  of  concealing  tl.e 
real  object  of  Geueral  Boyer'a  journey 
Marshal  Baaaine  it  confideut  of  the  strength 
o'  hit  position,  and,  as  a  General  who  has  »u(- 
tered  uo  defeat,  and  at  the  head  of  the  only 
French  army  which  now  exists,  he  thinks 
himself  entitled  to  exerciae  not  a  little  inrJu 
ence  on  the  quetlion  whether  peace  thai!  be 
made  or  hostilities  continue  lie  would  gladly 
make  himself  indispensable ;  would  gladly  be 
the  dictator  with  whom  the  t-ueniy  would  have 
to  treat,  taking  the  lead  both  of  the  Govern 
ment  which  sits  at  Tours  and  that  which  is 
shut  up  in  Paris,  and  he  would  rejoice  that 
France  should  owe  poace  or  victory  to  hiro, 
and  to  him  only.  This  it  retpectable  ambi- 
tion, exaggerated  as  it  may  perhaps  be.  but  it 
must  not  be  interred  that  Bazaine  would  rath- 
er conclude  a  peace  favorable  to  the  Napol- 
eonic dynasty,  than  iu  accordance  with  the 
true  interest!  of  hit  country.  There  is  no 
particlt  of  truth  in  the  stories  told  ubout 
an  interview  at  Chiselhurst,  and  it  can  scarce- 
ly be  necessary  to  add  that  the  approaching 
journey  of  the  Empress  to  King  William's 
headquarters,  belongs,  like  all  the  rett,  to 
that  domain  of  invention,  in  which  the  subtle 
geniut  of  France  coming  to  the  aid  ol  her 
present  difficulties,  hat  contiived  during  the 
last  few  weeks  to  lead  at  astray.  Prince 
Napoleon,  who  had  taken  tidet  with  those 
who  would  perhaps  have  withed  to  induce  the 
Empress  to  commit  indiscretion,  has  his  la- 
bor for  his  paint,  while  his  violent  reenmtu- 
ationa  against  the  Empire  had  no  other  result 
than  to  compel  him  to  listen  to  some  harsh 
truths  from  his  illattrious  cousin,  and  cause 
him  to  quit  Chitelhurst  somewhat  suddenly, 
where  indeed  his  reception  has  been  the  cold- 
est. 

The  Russian  Government  carefully  holds 
aloof  from  participation  in  any  of  the  ef- 
forts of  Great  Britain  to  bring  about  au 
armistice,  aud  it  is  apprehended  from  this 
that  the  Czar  designs  negotiating  a  sep- 
arate treaty  favorable  to  his  designs  iu  the 
East.

an  examination  of  the  public  jail  of  the  coun- 
ty, and  have  had  various  witnesses  before  us 
to  testify  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
said  jail  building  and  the  keeping  aud  Buper 
vision  thereof.  We  believe  the  jail  building 
a  sufficient  one  for  the  safe  keeping  of  pris- 
oners coutined  therein,  provided  the  same  is 
repaired  and  fixed  in  a  few  particulars,  be- 
ing at  the  present  time  insecure  and  has  been 
for  some  time  past.

to  the  keeper,  Mr.  Carr,  but  how  and  from 
whom  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
We  can't  think  that  Mr.  Carr,  the  keeper,  cor- 
ruptly connived  at  their  escapo  in  auy  way; 
but  being  inexperienced  and  having  just  en 
tered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  was  un- 
advised as  to  his  propar  diligence  and  duty 
and  therefore  wrongfully  suffered  felons  cou 
fined  in  the  jail  to  be  together  and  in  the  op 
en  hall,  of  the  jail,  when  they  should  have 
been  kept  separate  and  confined  in  the  strong 
rooms  or  iron  cells  thereof.  Owing  to  his  in 
experience,  age.  infirmities  (or  health)  and 
his  unblemished  character,  we  only  recom- 
mend in  his  case  a  proper  reprimand  and 
caution  by  the  Court,  hoping  that  nothing  of 
the  kind  will  ever  occur  again,  while  he  re- 
mains in  office. 

We  also  report  that  we  found  the  jail  in  a 
filthy  coudition,  and  learn  that  the  samo 
has  been  so  kept  and  continued  for  several 
years  past,  which  we  hope  and  recommend 
may  be  speedily  remedied  and  not  suffered 
so  to  be  again.

500  members,  £15.000,  and  Civil  ServiceClub 
80  St.  James  street,  1,000  members,  £45,000. 

Each  member  is  elected  by  ballot,  and  pays 
an  entrance  on  admission,  and  afterward  ad 
annual  subscription,  which  varies,  like  en- 
trance fees,  in  different  clubs  Thus,  in  the 
Athena'um,  the  entrance  fee  is  £2»*>  5s,  (about 
$130,)  annual  subscription  £6  6s,  (£31  ) 

When  clubs  were  first  started  they  were  re- 
garded with  much  hostility  as  being  most  an 
tagonistic  to  domestic  life,  and  the  ladies  dis- 
played an  intense  spirit  against  them.  The 
clubs,  however,  snrvived  and  flourished  under 
their  enmity,  ami  it  was  found  thfct  they  dis- 
couraged coarse  drunkenness,  the  prevalent 
vice  of  Englishmen;  encouraged  social  inter- 
course— of  whuh  ladies  partook  elsewhere; 
refined  the  mamii-rs  of  the  members,  consti- 
tuted courts  of  honor,  aud  tended  most  mate- 
rially to  the  luaiiutaciure  of  gentlemen. 

The  London  clubs  are  private  hotels,  on  a 
vast  aud  magnificent  scale.  They  have  bil- 
liard rooms,  cutlee  rooms,  nine  pin  rooms, 
splendid  libraries,  saloous,  furniture,  and 
place  ot  the  costliest  and  rarest  description. 

All  the  refreshments  which  a  member  has, 
whether  breakfast,  dinner,  supper,  or  wine, 
are  furnished  to  him  at  the  market  cost  price, 
all  Other  expenses  being  defrayed  Irom  the 
animal  subscriptions.  For  a  few  pounds  a 
year,  advantages  are  to  be  had,  which  do  in- 
comes but  the  most  ample  could  procure. — 
The  Athenaeum,  which  consistsof  twelve  hun- 
dred members,  can  be  taken  as  a  good  exam- 
ple of  the  rest  Among  the  members  can  be 
reckoned  a  large  proportion  of  the  most  emi- 
nent persons  in  England— civil,  military,  ec- 
clesiastical, peers,  spiritual  and  temporal, 
commoners,  men  of  the  learned  professions, 
those  connected  with  the  scieuces  an  1  arts, 
aud  commerce,  as  well  as  the  distinguished 
who  do  not  belong  to  any  particular  class, 
and  who  have  nothing  to  do  but  live  on  their 
meatis,  bore  their  tailors,  and  admire  their 
family  genealogy  and  their  own  figures  — 
These  men  are  to  be  met  with  day  alter  day 
at  the  club*,  living  with  tnoie  freedom  and 
nonchalance  than  they  could  at  their  own 
houses.  For  six  or  eight  guineas  a  year  ev- 
ery member  has  the  command  of  an  excel- 
lent library,  with  maps,  the  daily  London  pa 
pers,  English  and  foreign  periodicals,  and 
eyery  material  for  writing,  with  a  flock  of 
gorgeous  flunkies  iu  powder  and  epaulets  to 
attend  at  the  nod  of  a  member,  and  a  host  of 
youthful  pages  in  buttons  and  broadcloths. 
The  club  is  a  sort  of  a  palace  with  the  com- 
fort of  a  private  dwelling,  and  every  member 
is  a  master  without  having  a  master  a  trouble 
He  can  have  whatsoever  meat  or  refresh- 
ments be  desires  served  up  at  all  hours,  with 
luxury  and  dispatch.  Tin  r  is  a  lixed  place 
for  everything,  and  it  is  not  customary  to  re- 
main long  at  table.  You  can  dine  nlone,  or 
you  can  invite  a  dozen  persons  to  dine  with 
you,  females  being  excluded  From  an  ac- 
count kept  at  the  Aihci.u.'um  for  one  year,  it 
appears  that  17,323  dinners  cost  on  an  aver- 
age 2s  9Jd.  each  (about  08  cents;)  and  the 
average  quantity  of  wine  drank  by  each  per- 
son at  these  dinners  was  a  small  fraction 
more  than  a  pint  lor  each.  The  bath  accom- 
modations are  the  finest  that  can  be  imagin- 
ed. The  kitchens  of  the  London  clubs  can 
not  be  equaled  in  the  world,  and  the  chief 
cooks,  who  have  charge  of  the  kitchens,  have 
each  a  Europaan  tame.  Alexis  Soyer,  the 
greatest  cook  since  Ude  or  Vatel,  had,  for  a 
long  time,  the  charge  of  the  kitchen  of  the 
Reform  Club;  aud  the  kitchen  of  this  club,  of 
which  John  Bright  and  all  the  leaders  of  the 
English  Liberals  are  members,  is  the  finest 
in  London. 

There  is  a  cheerful  air,  an  air  of  magnifi 
cence,  about  these  supurb  kitchens,  which 
would  charm  a  good  house  wile.  Here  all 
all  the  genius  which  can  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  cookery  is  concentrated;  and  the  head 
cook  would  not  design  to  notice  any  person  oi 
less  rank  than  a  baronet,  while  in  superin- 
tendence. Although  there  are,  1,200  members 
he  is  not  responsible  to  any  individual  one; 
and  the  only  authority  in  the  club  to  which 
he  has  to  bow  is  the  eight  or  ten  members  o' 
the  House  Committee,  whose  decrees,  even  to 
this  great  being,  are  arbitrary. 

The  pots  and  pans  are  of  exceeding  bright- 
ness; and  the  entire  system  is  perfect.  Iu 
one  corner  ot  the  kitchen  is  a  little  stall,  or 
cotinting-house — at  the  desk  of  which  sits  the 
clerk  of  the  kitchen.  Every  day  the  chief 
eook  provides,  besides  ordinary  provisions, 
which  are  cerlaiu  to  be  required,  a  selected 
list  which  he  inserts  in  his  billof  fare— a 
list  which  is  left  to  his  judgement  and  skill 
Say  three  or  four  gentlemen,  members  of 
the  dub,  determine  to  diue  there  at  a  given 
hour;  they  select  from  the  bill  of  fare,  or 
make  a  separate  order  if  preferred,  or  leave 
the  dinner  altogether  to  the  intellect  of  the 
chiif,  who  is  sure  to  be  flat  ered  by  this  de- 
pendence on  his  judgement.  A  little  slip  oi 
paper,  on  which  is  writteu  the  names  of  the 
dishes  and  the  hour  of  dining,  is  hung  on  a 
hook  in  the  kitchin  on  a  black  board,  where 
there  arc  a  number  ol  hooks  devoted  to  dif 
ferent  hours  of  the  day  or  evening.  The 
cooks  proceed  with  their  avocatious,  and  by 
the  time  the  dinner  is  ready,  the  clerk  of  the 
kitchen  has  calculated  and  entered  the  exact 
value  of  every  article  composiug  it,  which 
entry  is  made  out  in  the  form  of  a  bill — the 
cost  price  being  that  by  which  the  charge  is 
regulated;  nothing  is  ever  charged  for  the 
cooking.  Immediately  at  the  elbow  of  the 
clerk  are  bells  and  cpraking  tubes,  by  which 
he  can  communicate  with  the  servants  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  building 

Meantime  a  steam  engine  serving  up  the 
dinner.  In  one  corner  of  the  kitchen  is  a 
recess,  on  opening  a  uoor  in  which  we  see  a 
small  platform,  square  shaped,  calculated  to 
to  hold  an  ordinary  sized  Iray  This  plat- 
form is  connected  with  the  shaft  of  a  steam 
engine  by  hands  and  wheels,  so  as  to  bo  el- 
evated through  a  kind  of  vertical  trunk  lead- 
ing to  the  upper  part  of  the  building,  and 
here  are  the  white  aproned  servants  and 
ready  to  lake  out  the  hot  and  luscioui 
viauds  from  the  platform  to  the

M.  Fiorelli  in  his  Pompeiian  discoveries 
had  often  noticed  in  crumbling  off  the  harden- 
ed ashes  from  the  outworks  of  a  skele'on, 
that  the  mass  still  bore  a  cast  of  the  body 
and  limbs  of  the  victim,  while  in  the  flesh.  A 
brilliant  idea  ttruck  him,  and  he  immediately 
carried  it  into  practice.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered, that  at  the  eruptiou  fine  ashes  fell  like 
a  snowdrift  upon  everything,  succeeded  by 
sulphurous  showers.  Those  persons,  there- 
fore, who  succumbed  in  the  street  or  other 
open  places  were  completely  en  veloped.  Thev 
were  anowed  up,  as  it  were.  Tho  drift 
shrouded  them  with  a  clinging  garment  of 
scoria;  and  sulphurous  rain  intermingled, 
which|took  the  mould  and  impress  of  thuir 
form  in  the  attitude  and  terrors  of  the  last 
supreme  moment  Evaporation  hardened 
aud  petrified  this  mass  and  kept  it  in  shape. 
The  fleshy  body  within  the  mould  crumbled 
away,  of  course,  with  the  lapse  of  time,  but 
the  tell-tale  cavity  remained  intact.  And  it 
is  perfect  to  this  day.  Now  M  Fioreili's  ob- 
ject was  to  get  into  the  vicinity  of  one  of 
these  hollows  without  injuring  the  crust  This 
he  did  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  was  found 
clutching  a  bag  of  gold  in  one  of  the  streets 
of  Pompeii.  Having  cut  away  the  soriiu  as 
near  us  could  be  done,  a  small  aperture  was 
made,  and  into  this  M.  Fiorelli  poured  liquid 
plaster-of-paris  till  the  whole  cavity  was  filled 
up.  When  it  had  thoroughly  hardened,  he 
and  his  assistants  anxiously  and  carefully  re- 
moved the  last  crust  of  ashes,  and  lo  !  the 
perfect  cast  aud  model  of  a  woman  came  ou' 
After  eighteen  centuries  the  dead  form  lay 
manifest— the  exact  counterpart  of  the  poor 
victim,  moulded  by  htrself,  as  she  fell  strug- 
gling with  the  grim  destroyer.  She  gripped 
a  bag  of  money  and  other  valuables  in  her 
hand.  They  were  there  safe  and  sound.  M. 
Fiorelli  sent  them  to  the  Naples  museum — 
ninety-nine  pieces  of  money,  twosilv  r  vases, 
some  keys  and  jewels.  Hurrying  along  the 
street,  she  bad  tripped  and  fallen  on  her  left 
side.  Her  arm  is  raised  and  twisted.  The 
hand,  beautifully  formed,  is  clutched  as  if  in 
despair,  you  would  say  the  nails  were  enter- 
ing the  skin.  As  for  the  body,  it  is  drawn  to- 
gether; but  the  legs  are  perfectly  moulded, 
seem  lo  be  thrust  out  as  if  battling  with  the 
encroaching  death.  Her  head-dress  is  clear- 
ly distinguishable.  The  very  tissue  of  her 
garments  is  seen,  and  indeed  in  parts  the  lin- 
en threads  have  stuck  to  the  mould.  She  had 
two  silver  rings  on  her  finger,  and  to  judge 
from  appearances  must  have  been  a  la 
dy  of  some  rank.  Succeeding  in  this,  M.  Fio- 
relli made  casts  of  others  of  the  slain.  At  his 
house  there  was  one  of  a  mother  andadaugh 
ter  who  had  apparently  fallen  together  in  the 
street.  The  bodies  lay  close,  the  legs  cross- 
ing. The  plusUr  has  united  them  in  one  cast 
The  signs  of  suffering  are  not  so  manifest 
here  as  iu  the  other  case.  They  were  appa 
rently  poor  people  The  mother  (if  it  were 
the  mother)  has  on  her  finger  an  iron  ring 
Her  left  leg  ia  drawn  op  as  if  with  a  spasm  of 
pain.  As  for  the  young  girl,  her  form  per 
lectly  modeled  without  any  rigidness,  in  the 
flush  and  bloom  of  hearty  youth— fifteen,  per- 
haps, little  more  than  a  child— impresses'  the 
beholder  a  ith  mournful  interest  She  seems, 
poor  thing,  not  to  have  struggled  mnch  for 
life.  One  of  her  hands  is  half  open,  as  if 
holding  something,  perhaps  the  veil  which 
she  had  torn  off.  The  texture  of  her  dress  is 
exactly  reproduced,  the  stitches  even,  and 
the  sleeves  that  reach  to  her  wrist  Several 
rents  and  holes  here  and  there  show  the  flesh 
beneath.  The  needlework  on  her  sandal  is 
there  and  in  fact  you  have  in  plaster  the  very 
counterpart  of  the  girl  just  as  she  lay  in  ihc 
last  swoon  seventy  years  after  Christ.  You 
have  taken  Death  in  the  very  act.  She  had 
covered  her  face  with  her  tunic  to  keep  oat 
the  choking  ashes,  and  she  fell  in  running 
face  to  the  ground.  No  strength  was  left  to 
get  up  again.  But  in  the  effort  to  save  her 
young  life,  she  put  out  her  arm,  and  her  head 
dropped  upon  it,  and  then  she  died.

There  is  one  way  of  honoring  the  memory 
of  the  dead  to  which,  as  a  general  rule,  we 
have  a  very  great  dislike— we  mean  the  pro- 
posal andjadoption  of  the  "usual  resolutions." 
One  almost  knows  by  heart  beforehand  the 
stereotype  preambles,  and  looks  with  certain- 
ty for  those  "words  of  course"  which  are  found 
in  all  such  documents.  They  begin  with  the 
expected  "whereas"  and  end  with  suitab'e 
condolences  to  the  family  and  with  the  order 
to  print  in  some  fhvorite'newspaper  of  the  pro- 
pter. For  the  most  part  such  resolutions 
are  merely  formal.  They  njay  be,  nay,  in 
very  many  cases  they  must — come  f  ir  short 
of  expressing  all  that  should  be  said  or  all 
that  is  really  felt  or  meant,  but  in  verv  many 
also  t hay  are  only  the  mere  following  of  a 
bad  custom.  Something  is  expected  end 
something  is  done.  But  how  bald  and  hard 
and  meaningless  that  something  really  is! 
How  dangerously  near  it  often  comes  to  very 
solemn  farce  aud  mockery! 

We  know  no  occasions  on  which  the  folly— 
we  had  almost  said  Pharisaism —of  this  bud 
custom  is  more  noticeable  than  when  any  of 
the  clergy  die.  With  very  little  or  no  person- 
al intercourse,  with  each  other  except  of  the 
most  formal  business  character;  with  very 
few  friendships  worth  the  name,  wherein 
they  live  bound  together,  staiidiug  aloof  from 
from  each  other  in  a  life  long  work  as  if  they 
were  men  whose  interest  and  pursuits  and 
griefs  and  toils  were  as  far  apart  as  earth  and 
Meaven,  the  clergy  grace  the  funerals  of  their 
brethren  as  a  formal  mark  of  respect  to  the 
profession,  and  pass  the  usual  resolutions 
with  an  alacrity  that  astounds  the  bystatder 
who  has  watched  the  facts.  Nay.  these  usu- 
al resolutions  are  now  frequently  offered  by 
the  men  who  know  the  least  or  nothing  of 
their  late  lamented  brother,  and  with  that 
duty  done  his  memory  is  passed  out  of  mind 
just  as  he  was  forgotten  or  unknown  in  the 
days  of  his  life.

For  the  first  time,  we  believe,  in  the  his- 
tory of  American  criminal  law,  a  man  has 
been  convicted  by  a  jury  for  shooting  his 
aife's  seducer.  The  case  has  just  been  tried 
at  Goshen,  Ind  in  the  Elkhart  County  Cir- 
cuit Court  before  Judge  Tousley.  The  de- 
fendant was  Edward  Hussell.  He  murdered 
William  A  Williams  on  the  17th  of  January 
last  Notwithstanding  the  defense  clearly 
proved,  by  the  woman's  confession  and  other 
evidence,  that  ihere  had  been  improper  inti- 
macy between  the  murdered  man  and  the  wife 
of  the  prisoner,  and  that  the  murder  was  com- 
mitted in  a  fit  of  "temporary  insanity"  pro 
duced  upon  the  prisoner's  mind  by  the 
knowledge  of  this  fact,  the  jury,  after  four 
hours'  deliberation,  brought  in  a  verdict  of 
manslaughter,  and  Russell  was  sentenced  to 
twenty-one  years  imprisonment  A  motion 
for  a  new  trial  was  made  au  l  overruled,  but 
in  all  probability  the  case  will  be  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

There  were  circumstances  in  Russell's  fa- 
vor which  would  justify  the  deed,  if  any  cir- 
cumstance could  justify  the  dol. berate  taking 
of  human  life.  Williams  was  the  une'e  of 
Russell's  wife;  and*  when  Russell  accused  his 
wife  of  dishonoring  him,  she  confessed  it,  but 
alleged  that  her  uncle  had  used  physical  force 
to  accomplish  his  purpose.  Believing  this. 
Hussell  went  in  pursuit  of  Williams  and  shot 
him  instantly.  He  then  delivered  himself  to 
the  authorities,  and  has  siuce  been  confined 
in  jail  at  Goshen.  No  doubt  the  jury,  in  their 
verdict,  were  strongly  influenced  by  the  per- 
nicious example  of  recent  mock  trials  such  as 
that  of  McFarland;  aud  determiued  to  show 
that  "injured  husbands"  caunot  commit  mur-
